W ashington, M arch 13.—The United 
States will reply to G eneral C arranza’s 
request for arrang em en ts for crossing 
of troops at the Mexican border, late 
today after Secretary Lansing has con- i 
ferred with P resident Wilson. 
It was 
indicated 
th at 
C arran za’s 
proposal 
would be accepted. 
T he acceptance will be made on the 
grounds that the C arranza troops may 
cross into the U nited S tates in pursuit 
of bandits w herever there are not a 
sufficient num ber of American troops 
to handle the situation. 
It will be 
pointed out th a t the inability 
of the 
C arranza troops to handle the situation 
in N orthern Mexico is the sole grounds 
for entry of A m erican soldiers. In that 
way, American officials expect the sit­ 
uation will be relieved of its most 
m enacing feature. 
As to the attitude 
of the Mexican people, there is some 
concern, but it is realized that only 
the 
developm ents of the 
next 
few 
days, can clear this phase of the situ­ 
ation.

| calendar, falls this year on the 19th 


| of March. 
The reading of the Book 


of Esther from a parchment scroll on 
that 
day 
constitutes 
the 
principal 
feature in the Synagog service. 
The 
feast recalls the deliverance of the 
Jew s of Persia through the interven­ 
tion of Queen Est her and her kinsman 
Mordecai from a threatened massacre 
planned by Hainan, the king’s vizier. 
In the words of the Book of Esther 
it commemorates “the day wherein the 
Jew's had rest from their enemies and 
the month which 
was 
turned 
unto 
them from sorrow to gladness and 
from mourning unto a good day.” 
It 
was decreed that the day be observed 
in a joyous spirit that finds expres­ 
sion in sending portions to one another 
and gifts to the poor. 
(Esther chapter 
9, verse 20.) 
The 
feast 
bears 
the 
name of 
“Purim,” because it is recorded that 
Haman the arch enemy or the Jews, 
sought to fix the day of their destruc­ 
tion by casting “Purim ” which, accord­ 
ing to a popular etymology given in 
the Book of Esther, means “Lots.” The 
feast is more social in character than 
religious. 
It does not require cessa­ 
tion from labor or any special religious 
ceremony other than the reading of 
the Book of E sther and the reciting 
of a few' special prayers inspired by 
the event commemorated. 
In former times the celebration in 
some places partook of the nature of 
a carnival. 
At present the Story of 
of the Book of Esther is not unfre- 
quently presented in dramatized form. 


The injunction to remember the poor 
j was and is observed faithfully. Dur­ 
ing the centuries of persecution, the 
feast of Purim was quite popular, due, 
perhaps, to the fact that the story of 
deliverance from the plottings of the 
tyrants, 
which 
the 
day 
recalled, 
brought hope of a similar deliverance 
from the evil designs of existing H a­ 
ma ns.

donned robes of purple and gold and 
; sat on a throne while his followers, 
nen, women and children, danced be­ 
fore him in a certral spaoce until they 
fell exhausted at Ids feet. 
This and 
other sorts of emotional extravagance, 
however, became so repulsive to out- 
I iders that riots occurred and Wood 
and his sect finally were forced into 
obscurity.

To facilitate such observations it is 
helpful to leg-band each individual and 
to record its weight from time to time. 
4. If it is known that blackhead is 
present in any of the poultry, that 
yard and house should be kept free 
from sparrow’s, rats and mice, which 
are carriers of the organism which 
causes the disease. 
5. In fattening turkeys for tho mar­ 
ket, increase the rations gradually. 
Overfeeding or a sudden increase in 
the ration will not cause blackhead, 
but frequently causes death of birds 
in which blackhead is present. 
6. The bodies of all birds which 
have died of blackhead 
should 
be 
burned or buried immediately. 
On most farms, it is out of the 
question to put into practice all of 
these 
recommendations, 
especially 
those in regard to the isolation of 
the flock. 
The general practice is to 
allow’ the turkeys to mingle with the 
other fowrls. 
U nless these recommen­ 
dations can be rather 
closely 
fol­ 
lowed, however, it is not advisable 
to attempt to raise turkeys after the 
disease has once made its appear­ 
ance.

which do not appear to be infected 
may become chronic carriers of the 
disease, 
lf it is .necessary for you 
to rear turkeys next season on ground 
which has been occupied by fowls cr 
by diseased turkeys, you are very like­ 
ly to experience the same trouble.

for Young Children,” just issued by 
the United States departm ent of ag- 
ricuture. 
The 
bulletin, which was 
written by Caroline L. Hunt, under 
the direction of Dr. C. F. Langwor­ 
thy, chief of the office 
of home eco­ 
nomics, is essy 
to 
understand and 
should be helpful to mothers who are 
trying so to care 
for their children 
that they will grow7 up into stalwart 
and efficient men and women. It was 
issued at this time as a co-operative 
contribution to follow “Baby week” 
campaign conducted by the children's 
bureau of the United States depart­ 
ment of labor. 
The author 
has 
carefully avoided 
the use 
of 
all 
technical 
dietary 
terms or systems 
of 
grouping and 
has so classified foods that any mo­ 
ther can meet the follow ing definition 
of a satisfactory 
diet 
for 
a little 
child: 
“A little child of 3 to 
6 
years of 
age who is carefully fed 
in accord­ 
ance with his bodily needs (as these 
are now 
undetsood) 
receives every 
day at least one food from each of 
the following groups: 
“ I. Milk and dishes made chiefly of 
milk (most important 
of the group 
as regards 
children's 
diet): 
meat, 
fish, poultry, eggs 
and meat substi­ 
tutes.

'ordinary slice of bread 
is

I food value to about half a cupful of

Different kinds of bread may be used 
for variety. 
The yeast-raised

young children should be at least a 
day old or should be toasted or twice 
baked. Hot breads are likely to be 
swallowed in large 
pieces 
and are 
therefore not desirable. Hot breads 
which are almost all crusts, like thin 
tea biscuits or crisp rolls, are hest of 
the hot varieties. 
Meat, Fish and Eggs. 
Under the heading “Meat, Fish and 
Eggs and Meat Substitutes,” the au­ 
thor states: “In some families child­ 
ren do not get 
enough 
meat 
and 
eggs: in others they 
get too much. 
A good general rule 
commonly fol­ 
lowed is to give a child two years 
old or over an egg every other day 
and about the 
same 
amount 
(two 
ounces) of meat, fish or poultry on 
the intervening days. Where meat is 
omitted, care must be taken to see 
that other suitable food take its place, 
preferably an extra amount of milk 
and eggs.” 
overcooked and tough and also be­ 
cause the fat may be scorched and 
thus changed in composition. Scorch­ 
ed fat is almost certain to be hurtful 
to children. 
Meat is best given as broiled chop 
meat or in simple meat stews com­ 
bined with vegetables. Poultry may 
be boiled and served with rice.

Fatty Foods. 
Fat is an important 
part 
of the 
food of children. There is more than 
an ounce of fat 
(at

Grains, particularly those 
containing the outer or

ers or coats, are laxative; 
so, too, 
are such mildly acid fruits as apples, 
oranges or grapefruit. So far, there­ 
fore, as the important matter of pre­ 
venting 
constipation 
is 
concerned, 
coarse grains and mildly acid fruits 
serve the same purpose. When fruits 
are to be obtained in abundance the 
kind of cereal served is not of great 
importance. When they are not, the 
coarser cereals should be used. 
A Quart of Milk a Day. 
The basis of a child’s diet should 
be clean whle milk—at least a quart 
a day. Such milk, in addition to wa­ 
ter contains about half a cupful of 
the very best food substance—butter­ 
fat, milk sugar, lime and other m ate­ 
rials needed by 
the 
child to make 
muscles, bones and teeth. In addition, 
milk contains a substance thought to 
promote growth by helping the body 
to make good 
use 
of 
other 
foods. 
Where good, whole milk 
is not ob­ 
tainable, clean, fresh swim milk sup­ 
plies these substances with 
the ex­ 
ception 
of 
butterfat, 
and 
is, 
of 
course, preferable to dirty or ques­ 
tionable whole milk. Milk, however, 
contains very little iron, and there­ 
fore spinach and other green vegeta­ 
bles and egg yolks, which are rich in 
iron, combine well with milk. 
The child should 
drink

with the chill taken 
off, 
or should 
consume his full quart 
a 
nay with 
cereals and milk toast, cocoa, milk 
soups and stews, in cereal puddings, 
egg

of this valuable food. Those for milk 
soups will be found particularly use­ 
ful, as they give the mother an easy 
means of preparing many vegetables 
which are essentials 
in

diet. 
Bread and Cereals. 
Well baked bread and thoroughly 
cooked breakfast cereals 
are 
both 
good for 
children 
and 
with 
milk 
should make up a large part of the 
diet Bread and cereal mushes are to 
a certain extent interchangeable, but 
neither can take the place of meat 


quart of milk, has butter on his bread 
and meat or an egg once a day he gets 
enough fat, and that which he receiv­ 
ed is in wholesome form.

Vegetables and Fruits. 
Vegetables and fruits are grouped 
together because they are similar in 
that they supply iron, lime and other 
mineral matters, and also mild acids. 
Vegetables are an important, but oft­ 
en a neglected part 
of 
the child’s 
diet. They should be served at least 
once a day, as they help to keep the 
jewels in good condition. Fruits are 
important for 
their 
flavoring, 
for 
their laxative 
effects 
and doubtless 
for other reasons, 
and 
should 
be 
served in some form at least once a 
day. Fruit juices 
and 
the pulp of 
oohed fruit, baked apples and pears 
and stowed prunes, 
are 
the safest. 
The child should not be 
allowed to 
eat the skins unless they have been 
made very tender by cooking.
